on the street, so I, I basically could only hear the incident and 
it was just out of my view as it was actually happening and then 
there's a video that came out, I'm sure you've seen, from our 
neighbors a, a office ...

Basically that video shows exactly kind of 
what my frame of view was, which is I saw them get out and I saw 
him rack the, the gun and uh then he, he went right out of my 
view, so basically, I don't ... I'm not ... I can't really provide 
you with much more information than what was on that video. So 
that's why I kind of let, let it go after I saw that. 

INSP. PON: Okay, okay. So you didn't actually see any of 

the shooting at all? 


jmm: No, I didn't ... right as that happened they 

went, you know behind the cars out of ... so that cars were 
blocking my view of it. 

INSP. PON: Cars were blocking your view. Okay. 

1 could only hear it. 

INSP. PON: Okay. So can you tell me what did you hear, 

did you hear, did you hear him give a command or give command ... 

Yeah basically they urn ... I actually saw ... I 
was walking, let's see, from a Shotwell, to 18 th to 19 th , and so I 
actually saw the, the first car come down Shotwell, meet up with 
the urn, Homeless Outreach Team and like he just sort of drove by 
and he said "oh, I, I heard there's a guy with a knife," and they 
pointed him down the street. 

INSP. PON: Umm-hmm. 

He went down and flipped a "U-ey" in the 
intersection and came back the other way. And urn, the other two 
cars that were down there followed that first car. And they 
stopped, got out ... saw the first guy get out, urn and, and then he 
was starting to walk between the cars and that's when he racks 
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the ... I don't know what they call it, the shotgun looking thing, 
but I know it's not a shotgun. 

INSP. PON: Yeah. 

And that was pretty loud and he, he started 
yelling at the guy. I couldn't see the guy so it looked ... I, I 
thought that he was on the ground cause I couldn't see him from 
behind the car, urn, and yeah he was just ... it was very quickly 
the other two officers came up behind him and he was yelling "get 
on the ground, get on the ground, sit down, get on the ground." I 
actually hear him yell, um, anything about a knife or, or 
dropping a knife, um ... 

INSP. PON: You, you didn't hear anything about a knife? 

I didn't hear that but of course since I've 
seen that video my, my memory has been

refreshed obviously. But my memory of it was 
once I heard the report saying oh, they were yelling at him drop 
the knife, man, I really don't remember that. I remember them 
yelling over and over again to get down, get down, get down. But 
the main thing I remember was that the time elapsed from like 
exiting the vehicle, racking the gun, to when it was over was, I 
mean, really short, like 30 seconds.

So I just got everyone inside and then, then 
by the time, by a few minutes later the whole place was kind of 
locked, locked down, so. 

INSP. PON: Did you hear anybody, urn, the officers use 

Spanish, or say anything in Spanish, any commands? 

Not that I recall, no. No, I'm almost 
positive they didn't. 

INSP. PON: Okay. And, and your best recollection, the 

best ... was "get down on the ground, get down, get down," any 
other verbiage that you remember used? 

jMBHi: It, it was variations on that ... "get on the 

ground, get down, get down now," that, that's what I remember and 
then, a, like I said since I reviewed that video I did hear that 
at the very end he did say put it down.

And then the, the shots came.

that ... before on the street? 

Yeah, only a couple of times. We just moved 
here ... we moved here like a few months back so we haven't really 
been here as long as some of the other people that live here

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but I can't, I can't really give any, a color on it. I can't 
really remember what he was like, or what he did or anything like 
that.
